The southern environs of the city 
today were active as 10,000 troops 
moved with 
tanks,

mochine guns. Overhead 
was

buzz of Pilsudski’s airplanes, seek­ 
ing the cover the regiments rem ain­ 
ing loyal to tin* government. 
C l u s t e r s of excited citinzens were 
at every street corner,

George Reziwki, a member of the 
22nd infantry, 
described 
to the

Press events of tin* attack 
on Pilsudski’s villa. When the 22nd 
heard of the attack, its oflieers de­ 
manded that they be permitted 
to 
lead their men against the a tta c k ­ 
ers. General Sirorski, former
